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Gas prices expected — 
to fall with switch to 
winter-blend formula 


Students say they are 
glad that Gov. Jerry 
Brown intervened.

Students feeling pain at the pump 
and in their wallets as California gas 
prices soar to all-time highs may feel 
relief soon. 

The price surge in Southern Cali- 
fornia is thought to be caused by a 
limited gas supply brought -about by 
a refinery fire, electricity interrup- 
tion, pipeline contamination and the 
planned shutdown of several refineries 
and pipelines, according to the Cali- 
fornia Air Resources Board (CARB). 

Gov. Jerry Brown attempted to com- 
bat these high prices by directing the 
CARB to allow oil companies to start 
selling winter-blend gas a few weeks 
before its original Oct. 31 release date. 

Even though the winter-blend is 
cheaper to produce, the new gas will 
be less environmentally friendly, ac- 
cording to David Pepper, a Cal -State 
Long Beach physical geography and 
climatology lecturer. 

Pepper said that when gas evapo- 
rates, it emits volatile organic com- 
pounds into the air. 

Winter-blend gas evaporates quick- 
er into the air in warm weather than 
the summer blend, according to Pep- 
per. Southern California’s unpredict- 


‘able weather patterns make it difficult 


to determine the effects that this early 
release will have on air quality. 

“With temperatures in the 90s, gas 
will evaporate very quickly,’ Dave 
Clegern, a spokesman for the CARB, 
said. ~ 

-California’s Santa Ana winds could 
bring a rise in temperatures, which 
would dramatically increase the evap- 
oration rate, Pepper said. 

“Tt is possible we could have another 
heat wave this month,” Pepper said. 
“Santa Ana winds may still occur. It’s 
a risk to take.” 

The average cost for a gallon of reg- 
ular gasoline in California recently hit 
an all-time high of $4.67, according to 
the AAA Fuel Gauge Report. 

James Barrios, a junior business 
management major, said the pricey gas

including the economy, war, outsourc- 
ing and abortion. 

Most students said that they thought 
that Biden came out.on top. 

“Biden won it,” junior criminal jus- 
tice major Elmer Amaya said. “He was 
more experienced in foreign policy 
and made Paul Ryan look like a rookie. 
[Ryan] looked confused, and he wasn’t 
as sure about his answers as Biden 
was.” : 

Highlights of the evening included 
Biden’s facial reactions to Ryan’s state- 
ments about Mitt Romney’s policies 
and plans, often laughing off and inter- 
rupting Ryan. 

Salvador Ortega, a public policy and 
administration graduate student, said 
the debate was predictable, because 


Barack Obama’s performance at the 
presidential debate was disappointing 
while Romney’s performance helped 
put him ahead in the polls. 

“T expected the outcome,” he said. 
“Biden seemed overly aggressive to 
make up for Obama’s passiveness in the 
last debate.” 

Chung said that Biden held a stronger 
presence throughout the debate. 

“Of course Joe Biden won,” she said. 
“He wasn’t about rhetoric; he actually 
talked about policies and was able to 
counter Ryan’s lies. Like he said over 
and over, it’s all about the facts.” 

Senior political science major Paula 
Abad said.that even though she was 
rooting for Biden, Ryan did a very good 
job. 

“Ryan carried himself very well,” 
Abad said. “He represents the Rom- 
ney-Ryan ticket better than Romney 
does.” - 


Michael Richter, a graduate teaching 
credential student, said that both can- 
didates did well. However, he said that 
there was a lack of concrete facts. 

“J didn’t really notice a lot of sub- 
stance with what Ryan was saying, 
where at least the emotion with Biden, 
people can feel it,” he said. 

Ortega said that ultimately, the vice 
presidential debate is not all that impor- 
tant. 

“Tt’s just like a presidential debate 
isn’t that important,’ he said. “Ulti- 
mately the House of Representatives 
and the Senate make and pass the laws, 
the president just proposes.” 

The next presidential debate, which 
will be in a town-meeting format, airs 
tomorrow at 6 p.m. and will focus on 
foreign and domestic policy.

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Painstaking maneuvering slows shuttle’s progress across L.A. 


The shuttle Endeavour dodged plen- 
ty.of space junk zipping around Earth. 

The question Saturday, though, was 
would its wing avoid an apartment 
building on narrow Crenshaw Drive? 
Could it gingerly pivot around tall pines 
planted in honor of the Rev. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr.? Would the streets of In- 
glewood and Los Angeles buckle under 
the weight of the 170,000-pound orbiter 
and its massive transport vehicle? 

After months of meticulous plan- 
ning, those were among the myriad 
challenges confronting hundreds of 
workers who escorted Endeavour on 
the last leg of its 12-mile journey to the 
California Science Center, where it will 
be displayed. Planners appeared to get 


ing. 

What began as a head start in the 
morning turned into an ever-increas- 
ing delay by night. As crowds waited 
along the route, officials said the shuttle 
would be several hours late to its des- 
tination, probably arriving sometime 
Sunday morning. 

Endeavour’s 26th and final mission 
came down to sweating the details. 
Engineers: had mapped its’ route and 
possible obstructions down to the mil- 


the engineering right but not the tim- 


limeter. 

Crews swarmed around the space- 
craft like a court of handmaidens Sat- 
urday, taking down streetlights and 
signs, removing power lines and trim- 
ming trees. 

“We've been planning for this day 
for six months,” said Southern Califor- 
nia Edison worker Michael Fuller. “But 
a plan-is what you do to help-you sleep 
at night. What counts is what we do on 
the fly during the big event.” 

After being towed by a pickup truck 
across a bridge. spanning the 405 Free- 
way late Friday night, the shuttle’s epic 
last commute resumed shortly after 6 
a.m. Saturday. Inching along at a top 
speed of 2 mph, the five-story-tall En- 
deavour dwarfed everything in its path, 
its black nose announcing itself like a 
curious puppy moving through a min- 
iature diorama. 

Thousands of cheering onlookers 
packed sidewalks, parking lots and 
rooftops along the spacecraft’s route. 
Endeavour made a two-hour stop at the 
Forum in Inglewood, arriving early to 
the delight of crowds and politicians 
who crowed about Southern Califor- 
nia landing what they called a national 
treasure. 


“Endeavour was born here,” Demo- 
cratic state Sen. Roderick Wright said. 
“This morning ... we have the opportu- 
nity to say, ‘Welcome home.’” The rest 
of the day was a game of inches as En- 
deavour wriggled, pitched and scooted 
its way across town. 

“All the stuff we move is big, heavy 
stuff,” said Steve Mitchell, one of a team 
of drivers" who piloted the computer- 
ized 160-wheel transporter that carried 
Endeavour. “But nothing that means as 
much as this. It’s just so special.” 

After leaving the Forum, the shuttle 
headed east on Manchester Boulevard 
but soon came up against an obstacle it 
wasn’t built to deal with. A tree branch. 

The transporter stopped. With the 
flick of a joystick, its driver turned 
the huge dolly’s wheels sideways and 
slowly scooted it over. Within a minute, 
Endeavour was rolling again. 

Up ahead, Rand Brooks had been 
working since midnight to further 
widen one of Endeavour’s tightest fits 
— a curving stretch of Crenshaw Drive 
where the orbiter’s 78-foot wingspan 
crossed over lawns and driveways and 
came within a hair’s breadth of several 
buildings. 

Crews had placed 400 tons of com- 


pacted material on the street to keep 
the shuttle level with the islands at the 
intersection with Crenshaw Boulevard 
and give it more room. 

“It’s pretty exciting,” Brooks said, 
grateful to be involved. “It’s a once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity.” 

As the shuttle approached the turn 
from Manchester onto Crenshaw Drive, 
police ushered the crowd back. 

“The shuttle cannot make the turn,” 
an officer said via loudspeaker. As En- 
deavour successfully made the turn, a 
cheer went up. 

“Aw, man — that was a beautiful 
hard left!” exclaimed Ajamu Tyehimba, 
59, of Inglewood. 

Next up: a Chinese elm tree at 84th 
Place and Crenshaw. Because of a 
curve in the road, Endeavour’s left wing 
couldn’t clear it. The driver inched the 
transporter back and forth. 

The rear wheels shimmied over drive- 
ways. Nearby, workers trimmed low- 
hanging branches from another tree. 

“Tt was awesome,” said Shifon Beru- 
men, a Whittier schoolteacher who wit- 
nessed the spectacle. “As Americans, 
we can accomplish great things like 
build a shuttle. But we’re also sensitive 
enough to care about a tree.” 
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After a 20-minute delay, Endeavour 
was rolling again. 

“Back all the way up,” a police mega- 
phone blared to those in the way, “or 
you’re going to get hit by the wingtip.” 

At 84th and Crenshaw, Ron Liston, 
42, stood on his second-story balcony 
with his nieces and nephews — eye 
level to the shuttle when it passed. 

“Awe-inspiring,” he said. 

Shavonne Moss, 33, was kicking 
back on a lawn chair in the remaining 
shade of a tree that had been trimmed. 

“A spaceship on Crenshaw Boule- 
vard is unheard of,” she said. “It proves 
that anything is possible.” 

As. Endeavour’s wing hovered over 
him, 4-year-old Carter Robinson said 
he had never seen anything so big. It 
had to weigh 550 pounds, he estimated. 

“He wanted to get on it and drive it, 
but they won’t let us do that,” said his 
mother, Evelyn Robinson, 30, of Los 
Angeles. “I hope he remembers this.” 

For the public, it was a parade unlike 
any other. For the hundreds of workers 
moving the Endeavour, it was a day of 
frayed nerves.

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Baumgartner succeeds 
én record-breaking 
parachute leap to Earth 


WASHINGTON — Austrian stunt 
daredevil Felix Baumgartner on Sun- 
day survived his record-high parachute 
jump from ‘approximately 39 kilome- 
tres over the surface of Earth and land- 
ed safely just east of his launch site in 
New Mexico. 

Baumgartner ascended to the alti- 
tude in a large helium balloon in a flight 
that took more than two hours. When 
the 43-year-old skydiver reached 36 
kilometres, he stepped out of his cap- 
sule and jumped, going into a free fall. 
Thirty seconds into that descent he be- 
came the first human to break the sound 
barrier outside of an aircraft. 

The unprecedented supersonic jump 
had been aborted Tuesday and again on 
Thursday~as winds at the launch site 
made an attempt too dangerous. 

The Austrian adventurer broke three 
records: he became the first human to 
reach supersonic speeds outside an air- 
craft, he broke a more than 50-year-old 
world record for the highest-ever para- 
chute jump and broke a record for the 
highest manned balloon flight. 

Baumgartner lifted off from Roswell, 
New Mexico at 1530 GMT Sunday ina 
helium-filled balloon made of ultrathin 
plastic. It rose slowly for more that two- 
and-a-half hours, reaching a height of 
39 kilometres above the Earth’s surface 
before Baumgartner jumped. 

Only a few seconds after leaping 
from the capsule he reached a speed 


of 1,110 kilometres per hour to break 
the sound barrier. Organizers said the 
jump would also gather important sci- 
entific data; however, that was ques- 
tioned by other scientific observers. 

Baumgartner, sometimes known as 
Fearless Felix, had been training for 
the jump for years. 

Born in Salzburg, Austria in April 
1969, he was inspired by astronauts 
he saw on TV and dreamt of skydiv- 
ing and flying helicepters. He made his 
first skydive at age 16 and honed his 
parachute skills as a member of a Spe- 
cial Forces demonstration team for the 
Austrian military. 

It was in the 1990s that he achieved 
wider attention with feats of derring- 
do. His 1999 jump from the Petronas 
Towers in Kuala Lumpur established 
a new world record for highest BASE 
jump from a building; and that same 
year he completed the lowest BASE 
jump in history from Christ the Re- 
deemer statue in Rio de Janeiro. 

Four years later he set another world 
first, with a freefall “flight” across the 
English Channel. Jumping out of an air- 
craft at 32,000 feet, he used a specially 
designed carbon wing to traverse the 35 
kilometre span in just 6 minutes. 

Baumgartner has been working on 
an attempt.to break the current world 
record high altitude parachute jump 
since 2010. The record was set by U.S. 
Air Force pilot Joseph Kittinger in 1960

when he jumped from more than 31 ki- 
lometres above the Earth’s surface. 

Kittinger, now 84, backed Baumgart- 
ner and his team, which was funded by 
Red Bull energy drink. He is part of 
Baumgarten’s advisory team and was 
among the first to congratulate him 
when he landed after two test jumps — 
the first from almost 22,000 metres in 
March 2012 and the second from almost 
30,000 metres in July. 

Despite those achievements, success 


Sunday was far from assured. One of 
the biggest dangers was that Baumgart- 
ner could have lost control of his body 
and gone into a spin that could have 
haemorrhaged his eyes or caused a 
blood clot in his brain. 

Another worry was his pressur- 
ized suit. Had it torn, bubbles could 
have opened in his bodily fluids in a 
potentially lethal syndrome known as 
boiling blood. The team also had little 
knowledge ahead of the jump of how 
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Baumgartner’s body would react when 
he broke the sound barrier. 

Nevertheless, in the days leading up 
to the jump he was quoted as saying 
fear had become his friend. 

“Having been involved in extreme 
endeavours-for so long I’ve learned to 
use my fear to my advantage,” he said.

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When the needle shifts to empty 
and the light blinks on, it’s time to 
visit the place many Californians 
wish not to go — the gas station. 

While California gas prices have 
slowly dipped by a penny per day 
since last week’s massive spike, 
they are still abnormally high for 
October. 

Gas prices throughout California 
skyrock- 
eted by 
an aver- 
age of 
50 cents 
with gas exceeding $5 at some 
locations. 

Of course, this sent many into a 
frenzy as they made their way to 
the pumps to top off their tanks so 
they could avoid the growing gas 
prices later. 1 

Considering many of us com- 
mute to Cal State Long Beach, we 
are hit hard when gas prices spike. 

Even though high gas prices are 
nothing new to us, they always 
seem to affect our lives in one way 
or another. It is already tough to 
balance our budgets as it is, espe- 
cially when owning a car. 

The recent gas price spike could 
be attributed to recent refinery dis- 
ruptions, namely a fire at the Chev- 
ron Richmond plant in August and 
a one-day power outage at another 
Southern California location. 

Before the fire, the Richmond 
plant produced 15 percent of the 
state’s demands. A shutdown at 
this location has been extremely 
disruptive.

The gas price spike came a few weeks before California’s sea- 


sonal switch to a cheaper blend of gasoline. 


The summer blend, which is part of the Reformulated Gasoline 
Program, burns cleaner during the peak summer months when 


Californians use more gas. 


However, this blend is much more expensive to produce, so 
naturally we’re digging deeper into our wallets when it’s put on the 


menu. 2 


During the winter, when there are less road trips and the threat 
to destroying our ozone has diminished, California switches to a 


cheaper, less clean winter blend. 

While law requires that the winter blend be withheld until late 
October, the state may want to consider moving the winter blend up 
a few weeks, especially if the trend of gas price sptking continues 
in early October. 

The main threat to the ozone layer only exists from June 1 to 
Sept. 15, so bump the cheaper blend release date up, we say. 

This special clean-burning California gas causes us to become 
susceptible to gas spikes when our refineries shut down. 

Unless the federal government lays down more regulation for. 
other states to clean up their gas like California, we will be living 


on our own little gas island. 

The thing is, we shot ourselves in the foot when it comes to the 
California blend. Ey, 

We are the only state to have such a blend because our smog is 
the worst in the country. 

We have more people, more cars and more traffic contributing to 
choking amounts of air pollution. Not to mention the many refiner- 
ies and factories polluting the air as well. 

Maybe the best option is to allow California to use dirtier gas 
in the case of a crisis like a refinery shutdown. A dirty gas reserve 
could help curve gas price spikes in the future. 


Vice presidential debate was just as polarized as expected 


People hoping that Thursday’s vice presidential 
debate would have lessened the ferocity between 
Republicans and Democrats sadly had their hopes 
dashed after only a few minutes. 

The debate, characterized by interruptions, — 
gaping disagreements and thinly veiled attacks, 
left many Americans with no clear winner in 
mind. One of the many hot issues of the night 
was Syria and its own “civil war,” according to 
moderator Martha Raddatz. 

Joe Biden argued against the use of force and 
military intervention in Syria, citing the fact that 
if Syria did fall to an inside or outside group, 
turmoil would ensue. Biden also asserted that a 
Mitt Romney administration would entertain the 
possibility of putting American “boots on the 
ground” in Syria. 

Like true politicians, Biden and Paul Ryan 
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disagreed. Ryan said that Romney had never 
advocated putting troops on the ground. He also 
said that Russia was supplying weapons to Syriq 
and made a rather strange assertion about the 
United Nations. 

In Ryan’s response to Biden, he said that 
America has “outsourced its foreign policy 
decisions” to Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. Regardless 
of how one feels about Putin, 
they should know that what 
Ryan said was untrue. When 
the United Nations Security Council formed in 
1946, only five countries were given exclusive 
veto power. Those countries were, and still are, 
China, France, Russia, the United Kingdom and 
the United States. 

The United States has not given any power to 
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Russia, as Russia has had the power to veto any 
resolutions, including ones regarding Syria, since 
1946. Perhaps Ryan should check his facts. 

Another major disagreement of the night came 
near the end of the debate, when the two candi- 
dates discussed abortion. 

The candidates, both practicing Catholics, took 
completely different-stances 
on the issue. 

Biden, while agreeing with 
the Catholic Church’s view 
on abortion, said that he did 
not feel comfortable imposing his view on all 
women in the U.S. 

Ryan disagreed, citing that a Romney adminis- 
tration would be opposed to abortion except in cases 
of rape, incest and danger to the life of the mother. 

It is clear that on most of the issues, Biden won

Airlines and higher education: why cross-subsidization sucks 


Before deregulation of the American airline 
industry in 1978, cross-subsidization occured 
between low-cost air routes and high-cost air 
routes. ‘ ; 

Consumers living in areas where air transport 
costs were high were subsidized by those living 
in areas where air transport costs were low. 

Maximum prices were set in high-cost areas 
and minimum prices were set in low-cost areas, 
and while airlines lost money flying people from 
“the middle of nowhere” to “a further away 
middle of nowhere,” they made up the loss by 
charging more for flights from Los Angeles to 
New York, for example. 

This policy of cross-subsidization provided 
Americans greater access to air transport but 
indiscriminately taxed people in high population 
areas to pay for services provided to people in 
low population areas. 

So if you were poor and flying from Los An- 
geles, you could be paying for someone who was 
rich to fly from Sioux City, Iowa. 

Why should you care about airfare prices prior 
to 1978? 

Our current two-tiered tuition system works in 
a similar way. : 


The more units you take, the more money your 
education costs the state 
of California. 

The funny thing is 
some of us take more 
units than others, creat- 
ing two groups similar 
to those that éxisted in 
the airline market: (1) 
High-cost, high-unit stu- 
dents and (2) Low-cost, 
low-unit students. This 
wasn’t a big deal when 
Cal State University 
tuition was dirt cheap, 
but now it seems increas- 
ingly unfair. . 

The CSU is indiscrim 
inately taxing people 
with a limited course 
load to subsidize the cost 
of people with a heavy 
course load. 

At times, this policy may 
even result in a tax on middle income students 
to pay for excess units taken by upper income

students. More than half of CSU students don’t 
actually pay tuition 
because of financial 
need, leaving the other 

_half primarily composed 
of middle and upper 
income students. 

Worse yet, who’s 
likely to take more 
units? 

A middle income stu- 
dent working 20 hours 
a week to pay for books 
and tuition or a high in- 
come student supported 
by his or her parents? 

As tuition costs rise, 
the belief that some 
students can subsidize 
others at the benefit of 
the CSU is eroding. 

Last semester, the 

23-campus system imple- 
mented a soft 16-unit cap on 


enrollment. 


The policy was later rescinded at Cal State 


Long Beach, but that was only because stu- 
dents avoided racking up excess units because 
of it. 

The cap was successful but likely extremely 
inefficient. 

The idea that a student willing to pay for extra 
units was barred from paying for them boggles 
my mind. 

The cap may have allowed CSULB to stay 
solvent, but it likely artificially lowered demand 
for classes that people were willing to pay for. 

The CSU cannot possibly know what the ef- 
ficient unit cap on students would be, but if they 
charged students more for taking more units, then 
the market would allocate available units effi- 
ciently — those who valued them the most would 
be willing to pay for them. What we had with the 
cap was a sort rationing. 

I’m not calling for privatization of the CSU. 
I’m just saying we should utilize efficient solu- 
tions to our budget woes while we wait for tax- 
payers to foot the bill for higher education — if 
they ever decide to.

Nothing lasts forever. 

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team learned this the hard way 
Saturday night when its 59-game win- 
ning streak against rival Cal State Ful- 
lerton came to a screeching halt at the 
Titan Gym. 

The Beach (10-9, 5-3 Big West Con- 
ference) was overpowered during the 
third and fourth sets and eventually 
fell to the Titans (10-10, 4-3 Big West) 
28-26, 16-25, 25-11 and 25-16. 

A win in the back-and-forth opening 
set gave Fullerton the early advantage, 
but LBSU came out sharp in second 
and evened the match. 

With a 14-10 lead in the third frame, 
the Titans surged to victory behind a 
nine-point run for which The Beach 
had no answer. ~ 

The momentum clearly carried into 
the decisive set, as the Titans used 
separate runs of six and seven straight 
points to build a. commanding 22-5 
lead. The Beach responded with nine in 
a row, but the run came too late. 

Sophomore middle blocker Chisom 
Okpala anchored the 49er attack with 
14 kills, two digs and six total blocks 


- on .444 hitting. 


Okpala and freshman middle block- 
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Sophomore middle blocker Alma Serna (24) has been suspended indefinitely for “personal reasons.” She has not been kicked off the team. 


er Tiara Wallace patrolled the net for 
The Beach in the absence of sopho- 
more Alma Serna, who has been indef- 
initely suspended by the university for 
“personal reasons.” Head coach Brian 
Gimmillaro is not able-to comment on 
the situation. 

Senior outside hitter Kayla Neto 
paced the Titans with a match-high 
17 kills and 22 digs on .244 hitting en 
route to her eighth-consecutive double- 


double. 

CSUF out-hit The Beach .226 to .157 
on the night. 

One bright spot for the ‘Niners came 


‘during the second set when Janisa 


Johnson reached an individual mile- 
stone. The senior became the eleventh 
player in LBSU history to reach 1,000 
career digs. She is just the fifth outside 
hitter to accomplish the feat. 

Johnson finished the match with 14

digs to go along with nine kills on .114 
hitting. 

The 49ers, already down three start- 
ers due to injuries and suspension, had 
to change their. game plan once again 
after junior setter Tara Roenicke sus- 
tained an ankle injury-early in the first 
set: She returned after the timeout, but 
her movement was visibly limited the 
rest ofthe night. 

“TRoenicke] couldn’t move after the 
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third play,” Gimmillaro said. “I tried to 
cut down the distance she had to run. 
I put her in a spot where she wouldn’t 
have to run as much.” 

The ‘Niners are now 54-1 against 
the Titans under Gimmillaro. They 
will have a chance to start a new streak 
when they host CSUF on Nov. 8. 

The Beach returns to action Satur- 
day when it hits the road again to take 
on UC Irvine. 
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
